tops on tight. — Prairie Farmer. 


—Busks.— Take a pint of light bread 


dough, put into a bowl with two beaten 
eggs, half a teacnpfnl of sugar", a. tea- 
spoonful of butter and a small cupful 
of sweet milk; mix well and set to rise. 
When light, add flour to nuke dough, 
work well. Make out in rusks, put 
into pans. When light, set in a hot 
oven to bake. — Farm, Field and Fire- 
Bide. 


—Berries with Whipped Cream.— Put 


a layer of hulled berries in a deep dish, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar and 
cover with whipped cream. Arrange 
another layer of berries and continue 
with alternate strata of sugar, berries 
and cream, until the dish is full, heap- 
ing the cream on top. This is to be 
done just before the dish is to be eaten, 
and berries, cream and bowl should all 
be thoroughly chilled.— Farm, Field' 
and Fireside. 


—Lemon Pie. — One heaping tea- 


spoon cornstarch, one cup boiling wa- 
ter, one cup sugar, one egg, one table- 
spoon butter, one lemon. Wet corn-' 
starch, add boiling water, stir over the 
fire to cook the starch, add batter and 
sugar. When nearly cold add the 
beaten egg, the juice and grated rind 
of lemon. To' he baked with under 
crust only, and covered with a merin- 
gue of white of one egg beaten to a' 
stiff froth and two tablespoons sugar. 
Brown in oven.— Mary A. Claflin, in 
Orange Judd Farmer. 


— Tomato Sauce. — Skin, halve and) 


remove the seeds from one peek of 
large, ripe tomatoes; then slice, put inj 
a crock with four tablespoonfulsof salt' 
sprinkled between and let them stand' 
four hours. Put the tomatoes in a; 
porcelain kettle, add three sliced on-' 
ions, and four green peppers, and boilj 
soft enough to strain. Return the pulp' 
to the kettle, boil slowly, stirring al- 
most constantly until it is reduced one- 
third; then add one tabespoonful each 
of ginger, cloves and salt (if the latter 
is needed), one-half a teaspoonful of 
cayenne and six tahlespoonf uls of tarra- 
gon vinegar. Let boil five minutes,- 
bottle and seal — Country Gentleman. 


—Cucumber Pickle.— Wipe the pickles, 


well after they are taken owt of the' 
tirine, and soak them for a few days ini 
vinegar to extract the salt. Pot them'1 
in a jar, with a layer of seasoning1 be-' 
tween each cucumber. For a four gal-' 
Ion jar of pickles this seasoning- will, 
take seven pounds of sugar, two ounces 
of allspice, half ounce of cloves, one' 
ounce of mace, the same each of pep-' 
per and celery-seed, half ounce of gin- 
ger, half ounce of cinnamon, and one 
pint of small white onions chopped.' 
Cover all with strong vinegar, tie upi 
the top of the jar securely, and place, 
H on the stove in a large pot of cold' 
water and let it boil until you can run' 
a straw through the pickles easily, 
.which generally takes a whole day;' 
Amt tjtc pickles are delicious when fini 
ished.— Harper'_

tee, advised not long ago that no Repub- 
lican congressional nomination be made 
in that state, has changed his mind. 
He now says: The bolt of the Louisi- 
ana sugar plpnters looks like the enter- 
ing wedge in the disruption of the solid 
South. It is the most significant politi- 
cal event that has happened in late 
years. If I mistake not the example of 
the disaffected Louisiana will prove con- 
tageoua, and we shall see the solidarity 
of the democratic party in the Sonth 
speedily disintegrating. In spite of all 
the cheating that ia apt to be done in 
Virginia this'year by the dominant par- 
ty, the old dominion will probably send 
three republicans to the House. 
In 


Maryland the Republicans will win at 
least three districts and I think two in 
West Virginia. In Louisiana the Demo- 
crats will be lucky to get off with the 
loss of only three congressmen. In the 
North it will be in the nature of a clean 
sweep for the republicans." 


Representative Hooker, of New York, 


who has been all over that state since 
the adjournment of congress, says the 
Republicans are certain to carry twenty 
out of the twenty-four congressional dis- 
trict* outside of Brooklyn and New York 
City, and that he will not be surprised 
if all of them are carried.

dian hunter saw them two days later. 
After that no man saw them and lived 
to tell of it 
Days and weeks passed 


by, and the weeks had run into months 
before it came to be generally believed 
that the Haines outfit had net with 
some disaster.

THEDEBSRKfitRIAL 


Tb* Cases Resumed Before Judge 


Wood* Yesterday. 


THE QDESTIOI OF JOR1SDICTI01 


The Moit Prominent Feature te the Ar- 


gument!—The Defendant* Unmer- 


cifully Flayed by Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney MUchrist. 


CHICAGO, Sept. «6.—Whether or not 


the United States court has jurisdic- 
tion in the ease of the government 
against Eugene V. Debs and the other 
officials of the American Railway 
union, charged with contempt of 
court, which were resumed 
yes- 


terday morning before Jndge Woods, 
will be the 
pivotal 
point 
over 


which counsel for both sides will de- 
vote most of their argument. The at- 
torneys for the government admitr 
ted the importance of this phase in 
the opening statement to the court 
yesterday morning, and declared it 
their 
intention 
to 
devote still 


more attention to it later. Edwin 8. 
Walker will, in closing the case, talk 
almost entirely on this one point and 
the defense acknowledges that it will 
lay great stress on the question 
whether or not the matter should lie 
nnder the Sherman law of 1890 under 
which it WEB brought. The govern- 
ment claims that the action was 
brought under the general equity laws 
as well, which have obtained ever 
since the foundation of the English 
common law. 
Assistant District Attorney Milchrist 


was the principal speaker at yester- 
day's session. 
He occupied all the 


morning and most of the afternoon. 
He scored Debs unmercifully. 
Debs 


•was present and occasionally smiled 
in a half-hearted way when an epithet 
was applied to him. Vice-President 
Howard wore an angry countenance 
during the whole of the caustic speech 
and the other defendants appeared ill 
at ease. 


Mr. Milchrist did not get down to 


his argument until the beginning oi 
the afternoon session. In regard to 
the officers of the American Railway 
union, he said: 
"These men wielded a power greater 


than that of the president of the United 
States, the governor of Illinois, or the 
mayor of the city of Chicago. More 
dastardly criminals never came into 
court than Debs, Howard, Rogers, 
Keliber and their associates. I believe 
that had that great man, Grover Cleve 
land, not come to the rescue of the 
country by ordering out the troops, 
we would to-day be in the midst 
of anarchy 
and 
revolution, and 
this 
country would be running 


red with blood. This winter thou- 
sands of poor persons wm suffer 
all over this country for food, because 
they were persuaded to leave their 
.work by the emissaries of these men, 
and these are the men who claim to be 
the champions of the down-trodden. 
There may be some sentimentalists, 
who sail along on that wave, but the 
great majority of the people of ^this 
great country will call them cowards 
and dishonest street loafers, as they 
are. We shall claim that all the dep- 
redations committed on the various 
railroads running into Chicago were 
the direct result of the teachings of 
these men, and that all these defend- 
ants are equally and directly responsi- 
ble. Either these men entertained in- 
tense malice fur the law, or, carried 
away by enthusiasm, lost their heads. 
In either case they violated the in- 
junction, and we ask that they be 
made amenable to the law. This case 
does not involve the right of men to 
strike, or the right of men to quit 
work. It simply involves the ques- 
tion of whether men have a tight to 
set at naught the law and to violate 
the orders of the court. 


Attorney J. F. Geeting, for the de- 


fendants, filed a brief expressing his 
views on the case. The brief deals 
largely with constitutionality. 


E. A. Bancroft then opened his case 


for the Santa Fe road. Mr. Bancroft 
claimed that all the acts of violence 
perpetrated on his road were traceable 
to the orders or influence of Debs and 
his associates, and that many of them 
•were bubsequent to the injunction of 
the court. Mr. Bancroft's argument 
was unfinished when court adjourned 
for the day.

The Expedition Badly Mismanaged and 


a Failure *o Far «• Scientific Re- 


sults are Concerned—Mnt. Peary 


Will Return for Her Husband. 


PHII.AIIEI.PJJIA, Sept. 26.—The mem- 


bers of the second Peary expedition 
and the auxiliary expedition sent out 
by the ' Geographical society of the 
Philadelphia, Academy of Sciences ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon on the 
steamer Falcon, which sailed* from Fal- 
con harbor, Greenland, on August 26. 
All on lioard were well. Lieut. 8. B. 
Peary, H. J. Lee and Matthew Henson, 
a negro servant, remained at Falcon 
harbor to complete their explorations 
next season. 


The Arctic party was met off Chester 


in the Delaware river by a tug boat 
with a number of relatives of the ex 
plorers and members of the Geograph- 
ical club on board. 


When the Falcon had docked the 


member* of the party separated, Mrs. 
Peary goinpf to her home in Washing- 
ton. 


The members of the expedition'in 


their conversation indicated an under- 
current that showed some bitterness 
,of feeling toward Peary. They think 
he 'miscalculated the amount of pro- 
visions necessary for the party and 
showed bad judgment in providing 
only oil for heating1 purposes. 


The burros that Peary took with 


him were found to be unsuited to the 
far northern latitude, and eventually 
they had to be killed on account of the 
injuries to their legs, received by cut- 
ting through the snow crust. On the 
night of October 31 an iceberg broke 
off from the end of the glacier and fell 
into Bowderin bay and create d a tidal 
wave which swept shoreward and over 
the laud fifteen feet above high-water 
mark, carrying the steam launch in- 
ward and smashing its bow and stav- 
i ng in one of the whale boats. 


The most serious result of the wave, 


however, was the irreparable injury 
done to the party's fuel, by smashing 
oil barrels. As the result of the loss 
of the oil, the party underwent severe 
sufferings from the cold. They fre-

daylight had returned their house 
was still insufficiently heated. To-i 
•wards spring the stock of oil got so 
low that they were compelled to tear 
down part of the house and use it for 
fuel. 


No coal stoves had been taken with 


them, and they improvised one from 
the boiler of a wrecked launch and se- 
cured some coal by an expedition to 
Eed Cliff house, on MoCormick bay, 
where Peary wintered on his first ex- 
pedition. 


To add to their difficulties. Anniver- 


sary lodge caught flre twice during the 
winter, but the flames were put out 
each time before much damage was 
done. In addition to the discomforts 
and suffering arising from a lack of 
proper heating facilities the question 
of food supply became a momentous 
one. Some months after the expedi- 
tion had been settled at Anniversary 
lodge it was discovered that the sup- 
ply of food, through a miscalcula- 
tion was inadequate. When towards 
spring the reindeer meat began to 
vanish, one square meal a day was 
the party's allowance. They went on 
short allowance, and tried to eke out 
their scanty store of provisions by 
feeding on walrus flesh, but after a 
time their disgust with this oil-soaked 
food became so great that they aban- 
doned that and tried eating seal fish. 


Peary's return to Anniversary lodge, 


after his fruitless attempts to cross the 
inland ice was dramatic. He came on 
alone ahead of his party half blind 
and staggering with weakness from 
the cold. Behind him was the rest of 
the party in the worst of plights and 
Entreken was so badly used up, that 
he was being hauled on a sledge. 
i 


From what could be gathered, the 


scientific results of the expedition seem 
to have amounted to practically noth- 
ing, and it is probably this reason that 
made Peary decide to spend another 
winter in Greenland and continue his 
researches next summer. 


Mrs. 
Peary expects to return to 


Greenland next summer, but how she 
will get there does not appeal1 at pres- 
ent, as there is no expedition talked of 
at this time. 


The scientific resultsof the auxiliary 


expedition were most 
satisfactory. 


Lieut. Peary has transmitted to Prof. 
Anglo Heil Prin, president of the 
Geographical club of Philadelphia, 
under whose auspices the expedition 
was sent, a formal report upon the 
scientific, results of the expedition, 
which will be given to the public at an 
early date.

TO S«rr» Cold^ 


Gold meat, is not attractive unless 


daintily served; and yet it always ex- 
ists In every economically managed 
larder, and certainly in summer it 
seems as if it ought to be appetizing. 
A certain house mistress, who has nice 
little ways of her own in managing 
her cuisine, suggests the following 
method of serving any cold bits of beef, 
mutton or poultry: Cut your meat into 
thin slices; line a mold with slices of 
cooked carrots and beets, over vffhich 
pour a little strong stock or gelatine, 
moving it round until it is jellied and HO 
forms an outside shell. Tren put the 
meat into the mold in layers with 
more stock, and cold peas, cauliflower, 
or any scraps of cold vegetables left 
over, until it is full. Set it In the ice- 
box until it is wanted, when plunge 
the mold Into boiling -water for a 
minute and turn out the gelatine on a 
dish. Garnish with parsley and serve. 
The jellied meat should be cut cross- 
wise in rather thick slices.— N. Y. 
Tribune.
